For « Solemns National Faft, Edinburgh the twelfth day of Auguſt one thonſand 
y fox hundred ninety eight. 


=—4He Eftates of Patliamerit, vpon Application made to them by the 
Commiſſioners of the General Afembly of this National Church, 


taking into their Conſideration, that it hath pleaſed the Almighty 
GOD, to viſit this Land with divers tokens of his Diipleainre, par- 
ticularly, with great Scarcity and Dearth theſe years pa't > Andthatall Ranks 
ot Perions are thereby called to humble themſelves by Faſting and Prayer, for 
averting the Wrath of GOD, and tcr the obraining his Bleſſing upon the 
approaching Harveſt, and for Preſervation of His Majfties Royal Per.on Di- 
reting His Councils, and returning Him in Safety to his Dominions. Therefore 
HisViajefty withAdvice&Contcnt ot the ſaid Eftates of Parliament, doth hereby 
Command and Appoint, that a Day of ſolemn Faſting and Humiliation for 
making Prayers and Supplications to God, for the Cauſes and Encs above- 
mentioned, be Relipiouſly and ſtritly obſerved by all perſons within this 
Kingdom, upon the ſecond Lords day of September next, by publick Prayer 
Preaching and all other ACts of Deep Humiliation and Devotion ſateable to 
the forelaids Cauiesand Occafions. And His Majeſty with Conſent foreſaid 
ordains theſe preſents to be Printed and Publiſhed at the Mercat Crofs of E4- 
inburghy and remanent Mercat-Crofles of the head- Burghs of the ſeveral Shires 
and Srewartries within the Kingdom , thartnione pretend Ignorance : And 
ordaitis Coppiesthereof to be diſpatched in che naſual manner to the Sheriffs 
of the ſeveral Shires and Stewarts of Stewartries of their Deputs or Clerks to 
be by them publiſhed at the Mercat Croflcs of their Head Burghs upon Re- 
ceipt thereof, and irmmediatly fent to the ſeveral Miniſters, to the cffe& that 
the ſame may be intimaf, and read in their feveral Paroch Churches, upon 
the Lords day immediatly preceeding the day above-appointed 3 And that all 
Miniſters concerned, may ſeriouſly exhort all Perſons to a ſincere and devote 
Ob!ervance of the Premifſes 1 Certifying ſuch of the Liedges who ſhall nor 
givedue Obedience, or who ſhall contemn or negle& the keeping and obſer- 
ving of the {21d Dayand Duties, that they fhall be # againſt by Fine- 
ing.notexceeding one hundred Pounds Scots. And Warrands and Commands 
the *herifis, Stewarrs of Stewartries, Lords and Baillies of Kegalities and their 
Nepues, Juices of Peace and Magiftratsof Burghs within their ſeveral Juriſdi- 
Sons, to proceed againſt the Perfons gnilty, and to exaCt theFinesaccording- 
Iy,to be applyed the one half to che Judge,& the other halfto the Poor of the 
Paroch : And certifying {uch Miniſters as ſhall fail in their Duty in nor 
reading this Proclamation, and obſerving the Duties therein preſcribed, that 
they ſhall be proceſſed before the Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council : And 
hereby requires all Sheriffs,Stewarfs, Lords and Bailliesof Regalities and their 
Depures, Juſtices of Peace, Magiftrats of Burghs and their Clerks 19 make 
report to his Majeſties Privy Council, of theſe Miniſters who fhall faillie of 
their Dury herein. | EO
